Dirt roads and lazy pepper trees

It is hard for somcbiHly like irtyscll, a pri'diiei 
of the jet age, to imagine a lime not so long agi> 
in Sierra Madre svhen electric lights were a liiMiry. 
indoor plumbing was ness and eveti the streets sscre 
not covered svith asphalt — a time when people 
could mark the almost bland California seasons by 
the type of soil composition of the streets. The 
shift between dry and dusty sumntcr to svei, muddy 
svinter must have provided Sierra Madreans with 
some interesting stories about traveling to work. 

One such street which lay bare to the sseathcr 
was Sierra Madre Blvd. In those days it was called 
Central Avenue. Mary Wammoek remembers the 
days when it was just a small din road which 
split Sierra Madre in hall. It was a narrow road 
which motorists and horse-powered buggies shared. 
Nobody was in too much of a hurry in those days 
to cross from one end of town to the other, as 
they traveled under the la/y shade of the huge pep¬ 
per trees that lined the road. 

Mary remembers the road very clearly, because 
the small California bungalow that she rented is 
located just south of Sierra Madre Blvd. In fact, she 
recalls the time when the road was paved and all 
who lived along the boulevard had to give up 10 feet

Ihe house is lisied in (iebhard and Winier’s 
“Cinide lo Arclhieclure in l.os Angeles and Soulh- 
ern ( aliloniia” (in ils third priming), as a build¬ 
ing of arehileeiural noie and a-large, true bungalow 
(one siory). Il has a Hal roof separated by an 
open veniilaiion area lo give eomforl in those days 
before air eondiiioning. Lvidenee of solar healing 
can SI ill be seen in ihe house. 

Ihe building was purchased by the Woman’s 
Club in ihe early I97()s, when iheir own club¬ 
house of over 60 years was lo be demolished to 
make way for ihe city’s new fire and police facility. 
Two palm trees, which sland as senlinels today 
in from of the city’s new laciliiy, originally stood 
in from of the 1907 clubhouse, plained when they 
were donated by a club member lo enhance that 
original building. 

Ovei the years, l-.ssick House had been occupied 
by several differeni families. In 1972, ii stood emply 
and for sale. In fad, ihe corner looked like the 
city disaster area, especially alter a severe wind- 
siorm toppled an SO-fool deodar and destroyed 
pari of ihe 6-fooi wall which surrounded the home. 
Almosi ai Ihe /ero hour, when the house was on 
ihe vvay lo being lorn down lo build apariments 
and with funds fiom the sale lo the ciiy ol iheir 
old clubhouse, il was purchased by ihe Woman’s 
C lub for iheir new home. 

I rankliii 1). Howell III, husband of Woman’s 
Club member Kiiih Howell, volunieered his services 
as resioraiioii advisor. Howell was chairman ol the 
C'uliural Heritage C'onuniiiee ol Soulhern Calilor- 
nia C'hapier, AIA and resioraiion archiieci lor the 
Rochesier House in Heritage Square. 

I hen began a commuiiiiy-wide projeci lo assist 
ihe club in iheir resioraiion, including many organi- 
/aiions such as Civic Club and Search and Rescue 
1 earn and a number of iiidiv iduals. 

Ihe Woman’s Club has coniiiiued resioraiion 
and maiiiiaiiis ihe lovely building, not only as iheir 
headquariers, bin as a place for community mccl- 
ings and also reins ii for private parlies and wedding 
receptions.
